FROM: Julius W. Hobson, President 
SUBJECT: The COKE Department Store Project 


At its meeting of March el, 1961 CORE adopted a 
motion to investigate the hiring practices of the large de- 
partment stores in the District of Columbia. Based on a 
memorandum by the Chairman, the group decided to investigate 
the Hecht Company whieh according to available information 
engages in "token" hiring practices. The. accepted definition 
of such practices is the rocess of hiring members of Ininority 
groups (Negroes) and placing them in strategic locations in 
the establishment, in order to eive the impression that the 
establishment selects its employees without regard to race, 
creed, color, or natic:al origin. 


The objective of the investigation is to determine 
as accurately as possible the nature of the hiring practices 
employed by the Hecht Company, and based on the findings to 
take appropriate action such as picketing, boycotting, 
account closing, publicizing,etc, 


Your Chairman thefore recommends that the adopted 
project be instituted in the following manner: 


1. We investigate the Hecht Company. 

&. We coordinate and assemble the results of the 
investigation, 

5. We gather other pertinent information such as popu- 
lation of the District of Columbia by race, income, 
by race, department store sales in D.C.,etc. 

4. We confer with the Hecht Company and ask questions 

- based on our findings, 

Se If satisfactory understanding has not been reached yp 
by the time the project is completed, we plan to take 
appropriate action in the following order: 

5e(a) Inform other organizations of our findings and ask their 
support. (b) Inform the public of our findings and ask its 
support. (c) Form information teams and speakers’ groups to sQ 
Solicit support from the churches in the city. (d) Picket the co 
sompany. (e) While picketing, circulate petitions, institute a 
community letter writing campaign, and distribute "merit hiring" 
literature, (f) Cont ask the store to change its practices 
through negotiations
